US. regulators are investigating the massive salmo- 
nella outbreak that has sparked a recall of more than 
a half billion eggs, while lawmakers have launched 
their own probes and consumer advocates have 
urged passage of a law to give food regulators more 
power. 

The US. Food and Drug Administration said it 
still had not determined the cause of the outbreak 
but had found no evidence of a problem beyond two 
large Iowa egg producers. Wright County Egg and 
Hillandale Farms recalled 550 million eggs last week 
after they were linked to illnesses across the country. 

FDA Commissioner Margaret Hamburg called 
on Congress to pass the FDA Food Safety Modern- 
ization Act, which would expand the FDA’s author- 
ity over recalls and tracing tainted food back to its 
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sources. 


“It has been a long-standing gap in FDA’s author- 
ity,” Hamburg said, noting that the recalls were vol- 
untary because the FDA cannot compel product 
recalls. 

The egg recalls came weeks after a new FDA rule 
took effect requiring large-scale producers to prac- 
tice better safety and to test in the poultry house for 
salmonella bacteria. 

Had the rule existed earlier, it may have sent the 
signals of possible contamination soon enough to 
prevent the spread, Hamburg said, which would 
have eliminated the need for recalls. 

“We believe that had these new rules been in 
place at an earlier time, it would have very likely 
enabled us to identify the problems on this farm be- 
fore this kind of outbreak occurred,” she said. 


The US. advocacy group Consumers Union said 
the country needs stricter food safety laws. 

“Over the last several years we have seen illnesses 
and deaths from eating cookie dough, peanut butter 
and spinach,” Consumers Union said in a statement. 
“The pending Senate food safety bill would put FDA 
in the business of preventing outbreaks, rather than 
trying to deal with them after people get sick.” 

Lawmakers sought documents from the FDA 
and the farms to launch their own probes. 

Leaders of the House Energy and Commerce 
Committee, Representatives Henry Waxman and 
Bart Stupak, wrote to the farm administrators, 
seeking details of salmonella contamination. 

Chairwoman of the House FDA oversight panel 
Rosa DeLauro questioned FDA's regulation of 
Wright County Egg farm.

Think you found a sweet 
space? These Chicagoans 
know the secrets to 
uncovering amazing deals

REDEYE 

Two-bedroom gut rehab. Hardwood floors, 
built-in hutches, decorative fireplace. For- 
mal dining room, spacious backyard. Walk to 
trendy brunch spots and bars. 

Jess and Mark Driscoll scored that and more 
when they signed the lease and moved this 
month into their sunny Andersonville apart- 
ment. But it wasn’t a stress-free or easy feat to 
find the roomy place priced at $1,280 a month, 
hundreds below the $1,500 a two-bedroom 
usually commands in that neighborhood. 

“We were so afraid we would have to move 
into a place less stylized and less grown-up 
for our budget,” said Jess Driscoll, 31, owner 
of Chicago-based graphic design company 
DesignScout. “It was pretty exciting to finally 
find a place that felt like a home.” 

As apartment-hunting season winds down 
this month, renters planning to move in the 
fall are still searching for deals. While the 
Driscolls enlisted The Apartment People 
finding service and spent more than 30 hours 
scouring Craigslist, other Chicagoans are go- 
ing even further to uncover hidden housing 
gems. 

To find good bargains, they say, renters 
must look beyond the typical apartment list- 
ings on Craigslist. Don’t pass over an ad just 
because it doesn’t have photos. Check other 
apartment websites to map out the exact lo- 
cation of listings. Go the old-fashioned route 
and flip through a newspaper’s classified sec- 
tion. Pound the pavement, keeping your eyes 
peeled for the for-rent signs. 

Chicago Apartment Finders CEO Justin 
Elliott recommends renters check out five to 
10 places to figure out how much space they 
can get for their money. 

“The only way you know if you've got a 
good deal is to compare it to other things 
you've seen in the marketplace and obviously 
what some friends or colleagues are renting 
and what they’re paying,” he said. 

While some renters don’t want to waste 
their time scoping out listings without pic-

tures, they might not want to completely dis- 
miss those available apartments. 

Dan Domke discovered that when he 
found a Craigslist post for a two-bedroom, 
two-bathroom apartment in Uptown for 
$1,250, lower than the $1,500 monthly rent 
typically listed for such a unit. 

The listing had only a brief description, a 
phone number and no photos. Domke, 24, 
took a gamble—and it paid off. A block away 
from the Wilson stop, his sunny apartment 
has bay windows, two skylights, high ceilings, 
central air, walk-in closets, new white appli- 
ances, a breakfast bar, new carpet, on-site 
laundry and a back porch big enough for seat- 
ing and a grill. 

“It turned out to be amazing,” he said. “It 
was just luck.” His only priority was that the 
building be close to the CTA Red or Blue lines 
so he could get to his security job at the Trump 
International Hotel & Tower downtown. 
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“T think it’s a steal,” Domke said. “Whenev- 
er I have friends over, they’re always shocked 
at how big it is.” 

Domke avoided the Craigslist apartment 
ads that were posted two or three times a day. 
“When they did that, it made them look des- 
perate,” he said of property owners. 

Of course, not all online listings turn out 
great. Many can sound better than they look, 
falsely advertise the neighborhood the apart- 
ment is located or look good in photos but 
upon further inspection have problems such 
as poor water pressure. 

There are some property owners who still 
rely on more traditional methods to find ten- 
ants, such as newspaper ads and for-rent signs. 
Pursuing properties by paying attention to 
these less immediate advertisements can be a 
boon for renters. 

Mandy Cornish, 23, hustled to find the per- 
fect pad for her and her roommates. She used 


a combination of apartment-finding services, 
Craigslist listings, a Realtor and padmapper. 
com, a site that uses Google maps to pinpoint 
locations of apartment listings. 

When walking home from a bar, she even 
threw rocks at a window of an apartment in 
an attempt to have the building’s tenants show 
her a space before she contacted the land- 
lord. That unit was too small, though, and the 
search continued. 

‘At the beginning, it was a process to find 
out what was really important to us and what 
wasn't and what we’re willing to sacrifice for 
price and location,” said Cornish, a consultant 
for CareerBuilder, which is partly owned by 
the Tribune Company. The Tribune Company 
owns RedEye. 

“The more places you see helps you get 
your priorities straight,” she said. 

The bigger the hassle for Cornish, the bet- 
ter the payoff. It took her three weeks and vis- 


its to roughly 15 places before find- 
ing The One—ultimately through 
padmapper.com. Cornish and her 
two roommates signed a lease this 
month and plan to move into their 
Wrigleyville apartment on Sept. 1. 

At $1,950 a month, the three- 
bedroom, 1,500-square-foot _ loft- 
style apartment had everything they 
rattled off on their wants and needs 
lists: cool location, within their bud- 
get, proximity to public transporta- 
tion and Lake Shore Drive, a spa- 
cious common room to entertain 
guests, two full bathrooms, big clos- 
ets, hardwood floors, in-unit laundry 
and outdoor space. 

The apartment they chose, Cor 
nish said, “was the best of both 
worlds.”

Grabbing a gator

The 3-foot alligator was floating with his 
eyes just above the murky waters of the 
Chicago River on Tuesday when he was 
spotted underneath the Belmont Avenue 
bridge.

He will then contact 
groups in Florida that are willing to take it. 

“Tt was a quiet capture,” he said to a cou- 
ple who wondered how he did it. 

“I was hoping to feed her to him,” Bob 
said, jokingly referring to his female com- 
panion. 

Bob put the American alligator inside 
a plastic container and went back to the 
river to retrieve his traps. 

Eric Wagner, 48, walked by hoping to 
see the creature with his binoculars before 
work, but he was a half-hour too late. 


“I just missed it,” Wagner said. “It would 
have been cool to see [the catch]. But you 
know, I saw [the alligator] yesterday.” 

Bob, a volunteer with the Chicago Her- 
petological Society, returned with the last 
of his five traps. He wore the same khaki 
shorts and brown boots from the day be- 
fore and a fresh shirt. Now, however, the 
shorts were damp and slightly dirty, and 
the boots were soaked. 

“It’s physically exhausting but enjoy- 
able,” Bob said, adding that he slept for 
only two hours the night before. He said he 
feels the same way as when someone saves 
a turtle or avoids running over a snake. 

“It feels good. ... I am excited because of 
the fact that this is an animal that would 
have died otherwise,” Bob said.

July home sales plummet

Sales of existing homes in the Chicago area 
nose-dived 25.1 percent in July, partly due to the 
end of a government tax credit program that 
had propped up the housing market for more 
than a year. 

The anemic results caused 12 months of con- 
secutive year-over-year sales volume gains for 
the local market to come to a screeching halt 
last month, according to data released Tuesday 
by the Illinois Association of Realtors. It was 
the worst July performance for the local real es- 
tate market since at least 2000, when the trade 
group began tracking home sales. 


State birth rate lowest 
since the Great Depression

After the tumult of losing a job, searching 
for new employment and relocating to the 
Chicago area, the Hurleys of Naperville de- 
cided not to have any more children. 

“We're done,” said Tracy Hurley, a stay-at- 
home mom with a 3-year-old and a 1 %-year- 
old. 

Their decision apparently is becoming 
more common. The birth rate in Illinois has 
dropped to its lowest level since 1933, the 
height of the Great Depression, in part be- 
cause financially stressed couples are decid- 
ing against expanding their families. 

“Many couples are strained and don’t 
want to take on additional responsibilities,” 


said Dr. Kishore Lakhani, an obstetrics and 
gynecology specialist who practices in Hoff- 
man Estates. 

“Especially people who are working, if 
they already have a child, they are deciding 
to continue taking birth control,” said Dr. 
Vijay Arekapudi, chairwoman of the OB/ 
GYN department at the Division Street 
campus of Sts. Mary and Elizabeth Medical 
Center. 

Illinois’ birth rate stands at about 13.3 for 
every 1,000 people in the state, down from 
a recent high of 17.1 per 1,000 residents in 
1990, according to a Tribune analysis of 
Census Bureau population figures and local 
birth data. In 1933, the rate was 13.9. 


WHAT ABOUT APARTMENTS?

Many real estate agents, while pleased with 


the local market’s still-positive first-half per- 
formance, are beginning to think their year has 
peaked, despite mortgage interest rates that 
keep falling to weekly record lows. 


“After June 30 it was like, ‘Hello, is anyone 


out there?” ” said Mala Gandhi, a Coldwell 
Banker real estate agent in Downers Grove. 


“The only thing that sustained [real estate 


agents] June 30 to now is the rental market. I 


haven’t had anyone throw their hands in the 
air and say, ‘forget it.’ But in 45 to 50 days we'll 
see frost, and that’s not a comforting feeling, 
especially if things are still sitting on the mar- 
ket.” 

In Chicago, sales of condos dropped 21.2 
percent, to 950 units sold, and the median sales 
price fell 12.9 percent from the same month a 
year ago, to $257,000. 

July’s sales volume for single-family homes 
within the city fell 16.9 percent, to 639 homes 
sold, but the median sales price fell 26.8 per- 
cent, from $164,000 in July 2009 to $120,000 
a month ago. 


Yellow Cab: ‘Islamization’ 
ads will be taken down

Yellow Cab Chicago requested Tuesday that 
a fleet of taxis remove controversial ads 
against “Islamization.” 

The ads, sponsored by the group Stop Is- 
lamization of America, appeared on 25 Chi- 
cago cabs this summer. Beside pictures of 
young women who were allegedly killed by 
their Muslim fathers for refusing an Islamic 
marriage, dating a non-Muslim or becoming 
“too Americanized” is the message: “Is your 
family threatening you?” The ad also dis- 
plays the Web address of leaveislamsafely. 
com. 

Michael Levine, the CEO of Yellow Cab, 
said the ads were carried by independent 


Yellow Cab affiliates. The fleet owner was 
contracted and paid by an independent ad- 
vertising company specializing in advertis- 
ing atop taxis. 

When Yellow Cab learned of the ads three 
weeks ago, it called the advertising company 
and asked to have the ads removed, Levine 
said in a statement. Yellow Cab was told the 
ads were taken down, but it found out Tues- 
day that three were still running. 

“They will be removed today,” Levine 
said. “Yellow Cab does not regularly approve 
advertising content carried by our affiliates, 
but we do reserve the right to ask them to 
remove ads that offend either the drivers or 
the public.”

Crash landing 
in China kills 
43 passengers 


DB BEIJING A passenger plane crashed in 
northeast China late Tuesday, over- 
shooting the runway and bursting into 
flames, killing 43 of 96 people onboard in 
what was one of the nation’s worst air disas- 
ter in years. 

The Henan Airlines plane crashed in Yic- 
hun, a small city in Heilongjiang province, af- 
ter flying from Harbin, the province’s capital, 
state media said. 

Forty-three bodies of people killed in the 
accident already had been found at the site 
where the plane split apart after overshooting 
the runway of Yichun airport, a city official, 
Jin Yi, told the China News Service. 

The accident was a jolt for China’s fast- 
growing air sector, which has escaped disaster 
for several years thanks to relatively young 
fleets and stricter safety rules. 


COPIAPO, Chile The 33 workers trapped 

inside a mine in Chile cheered, ap- 
plauded and sang the country’s national 
anthem in their first verbal contact with 
officials. 

Several of Chile’s top officials gathered 
around a white telephone outside the mine 
Monday evening as the miners’ voices 
crackled through the speakers in an emo- 
tional conversation that was also broadcast 
on TV. 

“We are listening all of us, strong and 
clear. Who’s speaking? ... How are you do- 
ing?” said Mining Minister Laurence Gol- 
borne, according to CNN Chile. 

Miner Luiz Urzua responded: “We are 
well and hoping that you will rescue us.” 

The miners cheered as officials informed 
them that their family members had been 
keeping vigil outside the mine, CNN Chile 
reported. The San Esteban mine is near the 
town of Copiapo, in the Atacama region in 
northern Chile. 

“Yesterday, all of Chile celebrated in all 
the plazas of the country that we had made 
contact with you. Today they are going to 
be even happier that we have spoken,” Gol- 
borne said. 

The miners survived for more than 
17 days by sharing small amounts of tuna 
and mackerel that were in a shelter, along 
with water, President Sebastian Pinera told 
CNN en Espanol on Monday. 

“They had very little food,” he said.

Pinera said he saw the miners in images 
relayed by a video camera on one of the 
probes rescuers sent into the mine. 

“I saw them jumping like children, with 
an infinite joy. They moved their arms, they 
turned on their flashlights,” Pinera said.

“I can handle anyone,” said White Sox 
manager Ozzie Guillen, who said Ramirez 
would be welcomed. “T don’t have to handle 
the players. The players handle themselves.” 

But would Ramirez adhere to the Sox’s 
rules? Guillen brought that up when asked 
about Ramirez, whose long dreadlocks are 
a staple of his attire. 

“T want to see how [Chairman] Jerry Re- 
insdorf is going to confront the hair,” Guil- 
len said. “Tt ain’t going to be my {bleeping)} 
department.” 

Guillen did say Ramirez must follow his 
rule of stretching with his teammates and 
standing in front of the dugout for the na- 
tional anthem. 

“If you not go by my rules, you are not 
playing,” Guillen said.

White Mystery stands alone

Miss Alex White, the garage-rock flame- 
thrower behind local outfit White Mystery, 
has had to overcome a staggering amount of 
adversity in her young life. 


The singer/guitarist’s first two duos, Red Lights 
and Miss Alex White & Chris Playboy, ended in 
tragedy when her bandmates died abruptly: Red 
Lights’ Alisa Dymarets of an asthma attack and 
Chris “Playboy” Saathoff, who also played bass in 
now-defunct local collective Chin Up Chin Up, in 
a hit-and-run on Valentine’s Day 2004. “There were 
a couple moments where I was so depressed that I 
didn’t think I could continue playing music,” White, 
25, said while en route to Atlanta with her younger 
brother and White Mystery drummer Francis 
White. “Or not just continue playing music, but do 
anything.” 

Fortunately for everyone, White pressed for- 
ward, first with Miss Alex White & the Red Orches- 
tra, and now is in full-on attack mode with White 
Mystery (a name she lifted from a favored flavor of 
Airheads candy). But she approached the new duo, 
her first since playing with Saathoff, with a certain 
degree of trepidation. “I’m paranoid, but I feel very 
positive ... a lot more positive than I ever have be- 
fore,” the singer said. “At this point you just have to 
accept the chaos of the world, {since} those random 
acts are the same ones that create really beautiful 
moments.” And really ferocious moments too, judg- 
ing by the self-titled, self-released debut the pair put 
out earlier this year.

But don’t 
think for a second these are the 
wispy musings of a musician staring 
down his waning years. Indeed, you 
almost can hear Langford stomp- 
ing his boot heel in defiance as he 
poses the title track’s challenge: “Be 
bold and be daring.” Even better, 
the singer-songwriter takes his own 
advice throughout. On “Strange Way 
to Win Wars,” colored by fluttering 
violin, Langford appears to question 
the use of suicide bombers as hu- 
man kindling. “Self Portrait,” which is 
built on a strutting guitar riff and the 
frontman’s whiskey-soaked brogue, 
turns that gaze inward. Perhaps best 
of all is the hazy “Haunted,” where, 
bathed in muted horns and delicate 
finger picking, Langford lays out 
his admirably bare-bones life phi- 
losophy, singing, “Existence/It’s just 
persistence.”
